ham Ruef. the notorious political boss 
and acknowledged adviser of Mayor 
Schmitz, who yesterday pleaded guilty 
to the charge of accepting bribes, now 
faces a prison term. Sentence is to be 
pronounced two weeks hence. 


After a private conference with his 


four attorneys in Judge Dunne's pri- 
vate chambers yesterday 
afternoon 


and after they had withdrawn from 
his case because of the resolution he 
had taken to change his plea and avoid 
trial Ruef, to the utter astonishment 
of the prosecution, arose In court and 
announced in a dramatic address that 
after a long and earnest consideration 
he had determined to 
withdraw his 


plea of not Ruilty and enter a plea of 
guilty. He asked that the jury be dis- 
missed and the trial abandoned. 


Shows Emotion and Humiliation. 
Ruef read his statement from a man- 


uscript which he had prepared in the 
presence of his attorneys a few mo- 
ments before Judge Dunne's chambers 
opened. 
He showed in his voice, in 


the expression on his face, in his quiet 
and gestureless attitude and by the 
tears that again and again dropped 
from his eyes the great emotion and 
utter humiliation that he suffered. 


The pathos of the scene was com- 


municated to the crowd that thronged 
the court room. Tears sprang to the 
eyes of men who 
have 
conducted 


against him and his political associ- 
ates a long and bitter campaign for 
the purification of municipal affairs. 


The accused man was several times 


all but overcome by emotion. When 
he reached the final words of his nd- 
rtress—-"I desire to withdraw my plea 
of not guilty and enter the contrary 
plea"—his voice sank to a whisper. 
His whole address was as follows: 


"This trial has become a threatening 


danger to my health, both mental and 
physical. 
I am unable to bear the 


strain any longer. The strain on those 
nearest and dearest to me ia under- 
mining them. They are on the verge 
of collapse. Their lives hang In the 
balance'and I must take some action." 


Hopes to Regain Standing. 


Ruef, who evidently was laboring un- 


der great emotion, after pausing a mo- 
ment, continued: 


"I have occupied a prominent posi- 


tion in this city. I hope to remain 
hero and this will be the place of my 
eternal 
sleep. 
Heretofore 
I 
have 


borne an honored n_me in my profes- 
sional life. There has been no stain 
upon my honor and until the present 
board 
of supervisors was 
elected 


there was no act of mine that could 
be 
justly 
censured. 
Nevertheless, 


owing to the assaults of the press, I 
have been placed in a wron? light and 
have been burdened with a bad name. 


"It is true that in order to hold to- 


gether the political machine which I 
had built up with great, difficulty, I did 
lo-.ver the high political ideal that I 
had hitherto upheld. Last

Then Ruef arose and wetrlly, still pale 
and trembling, went out of the. court 
room with Detective Burns. The two 
walked to the corner of Sacramento 
and Webber streets, where they en- 
tered an automobile and drove to the 
house on Fillmore street, which is 
Ruef's prison.

' While in consultation with rus at- 
torneys during the recess just before 
noon Ruef fainted. His condition was 
regarded as serious, but he soon re- 
vived. He was trembling and pale. 


Does It to Save Loved Ones, 


Though Ruef has formally declared 


himself to be guilty of the charge on 
which he was about to be tried, he 
nevertheless proclaims his innocence 
He confesses that he is guilty of hav 
ing connived in the corruption in mu 
nicipal affairs, but he denies with al 
the emphasis a man in his unhappy 
position can command that he is guilty 
lot the crime

against him. 


He declares that his sole motive'in 


accusing himself in open court was t 
save the lives of those who are near 
est and dearest to him, his age 
father and mother, his maiden siste 
and a niece. 


In the course of a long and franv 


conversation yesterday afternoon in a 
room at the house which for the last 
month or more has 
been his home 


Ruef said: 
"I changed my plea to guilty today, 


yes: but I pledge you my solemn word 
that I am as innocent as you are. I 
have been guilty of conniving at the 
corruption of municipal officials by
